W ASHINGTON UPi-The govern­ 
ment’s top Loyalty Review Board 
has decided there is reasonable 
doubt about the loyalty of John 
Carter Vincent, 
for 27 
years 
a 
career diplomat in the State Dc 
partment. 


The 53 year-old Vincent was sus­ 
pended at once by the State De 
partment and oruered home from 
his post as American minister in 
Tangier President Truman will go 
over his case with Secretary of 
State Acheson 
Vincent’s trouble goes back into 
the 1940s when he was one of the 
State Department’s main advisers 
on dealing with China, both Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Nationalist government 
and the Chinese Communists. 
The review board did not say 
Vincent 
was disloyal 
It 
simply 
said there was reasonable doubt 
about his loyalty 
The board, whose hearings and 
investigations are not made public, 
will probably not explain how. and 
on what evidence 
it reached its 
decision about Vincent 
But, unless it reveals more than 
it has so far, his case will remain 
as confusing as it has for the past 
three years 
In 1950 he was accused of being 
a 
Communist 
by 
ex Communist 
Louis Budenz and of being pro­ 
communist by Sen McCarthy. 
A Senate committee investigated 
McCarthy’s charges and cleared 
Vincent and others 
This was a 
subcommittee of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee headed 
by the then Sen. Tydings of M ary­ 
land. 
This year the Senate's internal 
security subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. McCarran, Nevada Democrat, 
began to examine Vincent’s case 
He appeared before the committee 
and denied that he was a Com 
munist or pro-Communist. 
That was last Jan. 30. On Feb. 
19 
the 
State 
Department’s 
own 
Loyalty Review Board, which in 
vestigated 
Vincent 
on 
its 
own, 
“ completely cleared’’ him. 
But on July 2 the McCarran com 
mittee 
issued 
a 
report 
blasting 
Vincent. It didn't say he was a 
Communist but it did indicate he 
had been a big help to international 
communism in influencing public 
opinion.

Department loyalty board, 
this was not the end for Vincent

WASHINGTON T — The Supreme 
Court today struck down Oklaho­ 
m a’s 
loyalty 
oath

ground that it penalizes persons 
who might have joined subversive 
organizations innocently. 
The law requires state officers 
and employes to swear they are 
not affiliated with the Communist 
party or any other organization 
that advocates violent overthrow of 
government.

fense of the United States. 
Justice 
Clark, 
who 
wrote 
the 
court’s main opinion, 
said: 
“ Indiscriminate classification of

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Women Workers increase in imperia 
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When the ordinary shopper or o t h e r 
observer m akes a visit to the stores, or 
has occasion to visit a business office, 
or even go into a factory in W ashington 
C. H.. he or she cannot help being im ­ 
pressed 
with 
the 
num ber 
of 
wom en 
who are doing responsible jobs. 


The sam e situation exists all over the 
country according to 
reports 
and 
this 
brings up the thought that wom en arc 
playing an increasingly im portant part 
in our national econom y, not only as pur­ 
chasing housew ives but in gainful em ­ 


ploym ent. 
It is now indicated, according to the 
1952 reports from the w om en’s bureau of 
the federal D epartm ent of Labor, that 
one-third of girls and w om en above the 
age of 14, are actual w orkers drawing 
pay. The grand total of w om en workers 
is placed at 19,000,000, an increase over 
1951 of half a m illion. 
It is a surprise to m ost people to learn 
that w om en now drawing salaries consti­ 
tute approxim ately 30 percent of the en­ 
tire salaried working force of the coun­ 
try. Predictions a te that this percentage 
is m ore likely to increase than decrease. 
The pay aw ards to m en a n d ’boys are 
higher and this accounts for the increas­ 
ing pressure for equal pay although ef­ 
forts toward securing legislation to this 
effect has, not as yet, m et with much fa­ 
vorable reaction in legislative bodies. 
M en’s pay checks are reported to av- 
e ia g e $77.61 w eekly against $47.06 f o r 
wom en. M ore than one-fifth of the w om ­ 
en workers are dom estic em ployees. Half 
of the em ployed wom en hold clerical or 
factory jobs, but one-tenth are profession­ 
al or technical w orkers, 
and 
that 
in­ 
cludes the vast school teach mg force. 
That wom en m ay be expected to oc­ 
cupy m ore and m ore of the higher range 
posts seem s to be indicated by their im­ 
proving educational status. For exam ple, 
in 1950 there w as one wom an college stu­ 
dent to every two men. That year one 
wom an to every three m en received a 
college degree. A postwar pheonom enon 
has been the num ber of m arried wom en 


who rem ained in em ploym ent and the 
num ber of new ones who entered it. with 
husbands and w ives both contributing to 
the fam ily incom e. 
Many have enjoyed financial indepen­ 
dence, w ider outlook and business and .so­ 
cial contacts. Nothing but lack of em p loy­ 
m ent due to business recession could m ake 
m ost of them feel “w om an's place is in 
the h om e.’’ 


Future In Business 
Industrialists and businessm en g en eral­ 
ly are turning their thoughts toward the 
new year, and 
econom ic 
developm ents 
that m ay affect their interests. As a l­ 
w ays, volum e is the bogey against which 
all predictions m ust be com pared. 
B usiness has a fetish for alw ays w ant­ 
ing to do m ore business Uhs year than 
last. In fact, an increase is all but m an­ 
datory under present conditions, if pay­ 
rolls and taxes are to be m et. This calls 
for increasing both sa les and production. 
B usiness in 1953. then, m ust at least 
equal the volum e of 1952 to be sa tisfa c­ 
tory. 
There is no unanim ous opinion am ong 
execu tives concerning business prospects 
for the new year. Som e are convinced 
it w ill be a good year, but others are less 
optim istic. All agree that business volum e 
in the first half of 1953 w ill be sa tisfa c­ 
tory, but som e are p essim istic about the 
rem ainder of the year. 
Why any slum p m ight rear its head in 
m idyear seem s som ew hat obscure. M any 
factors w ill a ffect the nation’s econom y 
during the m onths ahead. C ertain adjust­ 
m ents m ust be m ade here at hom e. Out­ 
com e of the K orean w ar w ill have a vital 
effect on business as w ell a s other asp ects 
of A m erican life. 
Fortunately, there arc no underlying 
factors w'hich can be pointed to as har­ 
bingers of a recession. The whole econo­ 
m y should be able to w ithstand a few' 
hard jolts without throwing in the sponge. 
Nothing can happen to A m erican busi­ 
ness that courage and good m anagem ent 
cannot overcom e.

'whittling To 
Eh Slow Job 


Expert Economists 
W arn Against Any 
'Heroic' Reduction 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (JV-The burden of 
the mounting federal debt—which 
helps keep your tax bill high—is 
being tackled by a group of econ­ 
omists 
They say the 267 billion dollar 
federal debt can’t be retired com­ 
pletely 
within 
generations. 
But 
they do think it can be whittled 
down. 
The group of university, busi­ 
ness and labor economists form a 
special committee fo the Twentieth 
Century Fund, a non-profit founda­ 
tion for economic research. 
Their report, out today, is likely 
to touch off a debate among busi­ 
nessmen. 
The committee holds that the 
huge federal debt, if properly man­ 
aged, need not be feared. And the 
committee insists the debt can be 
managed to maintain high employ­ 
ment and stable prices. 
Many 
businessmen, 
however, 
think 
the 
federal 
government’s 
budget should be run like a family 
budget—if a family consistently 
lives beyond its means and con­ 
tinues to go further into debt, its 
financial future can scarcely be 
called healthy. 
The committee does urge that 
the federal debt be reduced. But 
it warns against any “heroic debt 
reduction” that would threaten de­ 
flation of the price level. 
Instead it suggests Congress di­ 
rect the Treasury to adopt a policy 
of whittling down the debt three 
per cent each year when unem­ 
ployment is less than five per cent 
of the labor force and when the 
consumer price index hasn’t fallen 
more than one per cent during the 
preceding six months 
And it suggests “an automatic 
IO per cent rise in the rate of 
withholding tax when employment 
is high” as the way to get the 
money to cut the debt—a sugges­ 
tion that workers won’t find very 
pleasant. 
The committee feels, however, 
that when employment is falling 
off and prices are skidding it’s no 
time to tinker with the debt, and 
taxes should be cut.

Dorothy Simmons remembers 
Christmas at grandmother’s house, 
the jingle of sleighbells in the snow

flames leaping in the old fireplace 
and, best of all, the wonderland 
of Christmas morning, with toys 
and packages plied high around 
the glittering Christmas tree. 
All of these happy memories of 
the childhood wonder of Christmas 
she puts into her Christmas cards, 
which sell by the millions through- 
out the U. S. A. 
And that may be the reason 
Dorothy Simmons is 
considered 
one of the foremost greeting card 
artists in the world today. 
This dainty, sophisticated look­ 
ing little woman, with prematurely 
white hair and exquisite clothes, 
lives in an apartm ent in the heart 
of 
Manhattan, 
overlooking 
the 
East River and the glittering shops 
of 57th St. She was born and reared 
in New York City, but the Christ­ 
mas holidays 
of her childhood 
were spent at her grandmother’s 
old-fashioned home in a tiny vil­ 
lage in the Pocono 
Mountains. 
She says: 
“ I can close my eyes and see 
the sleigh and horses waiting at 
the little station, feel again the 
excitement of the jingling ride 
through the snow, see the lights 
in the old house as we drew near 
and hear the laughter in my grand­ 
mother’s voice as she welcomed 
her family home.” 
Dorothy Simmons’ most popular 
Christmas cards are her madon­ 
nas, which seem to have a special 
radiance. She says: 


“ I always read the Bible story 
of the birth of Christ before I 
start to paint a madonna card 
I remember that the madonna was 
very young, and that she loved 
her baby.” 
The trend in Christmas cards 
today is tow ard the old fashioned 
card with real Christmas senti­ 
ment, says Dorothy.
